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SOCIAL SECURITY BENEFITS 
MANY CALIFORNIA FAMILIES

SACRAMENTO (U.P.) In hun­ 
dreds of California families In 
which the wage earner has died 
this yenr, the widow and youn| 
children are now r c c e I v I n | 
monthly Insurance checks fron 
the Federal government under 
a- hew provision of the social se 
curlty act.

, Total payments to many 01 
these families, according to re­ 
gional officers of the social se­ 
curity board, will, over the years 
amount to between $5,000 am 
$10,000.

All payments are based on the 
fact that the worker had been 
employed at Jobs covered by the 
social security act on which he 
had paid one percent contribution 
of his wages or salary and had 
had sufficient employment and 
earnings to entitle his family to 
the Insurance benefits.

Conditions Listed
Three conditions must be sat­ 

isfied before these payments are 
made: These are:

1. The worker must have been 
employed at jobs covered by the 
social security act In at least six 
calendar quarters during the 
three years preceding the calen­ 
dar quarter in which he died 
and he must have earned at least 
$50 from such employment In 
each of those six quarters.

2. The worker's death must 
have occurred since Dec. 31, 1939.

Social security officials said "a 
fairly typical case" of these In­ 
surance payments would be that 
of a worker who had averaged 
$30 a week, or about $130 per 
month, at Jobs covered by the 
law since January 1, 1937 and 
who died this year leaving a 
widow and two children of ages 
5 and 8.

Payments to Children
m this particular case the 

widow and children would re­ 
ceive Insurance checks of $50.47 
per month or a little more than 
$600 per year. Payments would 
continue at this rate for about 
ten years, or until the 8-year-old 
child attained nge 18. Total pay­ 
ments In these ten years would 
approximate $6,000.

After the older child Is 18, the 
mother and younger child receive 
benefits of $38.05 per month, ap­ 
proximately $430 per year, for 
three years at which time the 
younger child will have attained 
age 18. In those three .years 
about $1,300 of additional Insur­ 
ance wHI be paid bringing total 
payments In this, example to 
Ibout $7,300.

A monthly Insurance check is

paid to each child until It attains 
age 18 'although payments be­ 
tween ages 16 and it will not be 
made unless the child' attends 
school, if the widow does not re­ 
marry, she receives her cheqk 
until her .youngest child Is 18. 
When she Is 65, the widow again 
receives a monthly Insurance 
check If she has not remarried 
and these payments will continue 
to the time of her death. 

Can Get Statement
The social security board has 

announced that a worker who de- 
sires a statement of wages cred­ 
ited to his social security ac­ 
count since the law became ef­ 
fective on January 1, 1637 can 
obtain a postcard form at any 
field office of the social security 
board to apply for this Informa­ 
tion. Board officials have ex­ 
pressed the belief that many 
workers will desire their wage 
itatements this year because of 

the Importance of the family In­ 
surance protection now provided 
by the law.

Field offices of the social se­ 
curity board are located In 20 
California cities to recelvf appli­ 
cations for old-age and survivors 
Insurance payments from per- 
icns who meet the law's require­ 

ments. In Los Angeles county 
there arc six offices: at 1523 U. 
3. Post Office and Court House, 
Los Angeles; 7046 Hollywood 
boulevard, Hollywood; 117 East 
Colorado street, Pasadena; 6308
